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But it doth not become me to ſay much of the#Trade 
of this Nation in general, it being under the Care of that 
Honourable Counſel, now, moſt ſeaſonably, appointed to 
inſpect the ſame. 


Nevertheleſs, having a natural AﬀeCtion for Corawall, 
as it is my Native County, and having informed my ſelf 
thereof, I take it to be ſo Rich in it ſelf by Nature, that 
Art and Induſtry might make it exceed all that hath been 
ſaid by any Author in praiſe of 247, the Place we have 
hitherto been ſpeaking of. 


CORNWALL (by the Providence of God) doth 
naturally produce Tin: A Mettal, when fine, is, in its 
' Nature, next to Silver, and is faid to have 
. given the Name of Brizain to this Nation ; 
Pag. I, : . | 

which may ingage the King's moſt Excellent 
Majeity, as Gods Repreſentative; and His High Court 
of Parliament, to have the greater Value and Eſteem for 
it. | 

Being Fnvironed as it is by the Sea, and having the ad- 
vantage of good Harbors, Nature leems to have deſigned 
it for a flouriſhing Trade; and the more, becauſe that 
Land not only abounds with the beſt 'Tin in the World, 
and the greateſt Quantities thereof, but the Sea affords it 
the beſt Fiſh alſo. | 


And abounding with Tin and Fiſh, as Z4zt doth with 
Currants and Wine, as the Yeretiaws have improved the 
Trade of Zgrt, ſo we ſhould uſe our utmoit Endeavour to 
Encourage and Revive the Trade of Cormwal. | 


NOW the praftice of our Faftory at Zr, and the 
method of Policy which the Yererians made uſe of Whnk 
the 


' the Weſtern Trade failed them, gave me'an occaſion to 
refleft on the Cauſes of the Decay of Trade in our natu- 
rally rich' County of Corpwall, and to conſider of ſome 
Means to repair and improve it ; and I hope that the In- 
-genious Lovers of that County, and of this Kingdom, 
will contribute their Aſſiſtance to make the Propoſal take 


effect. 


W HA T Prices Tin bore, and what Trades were 
driven thereby in' Queen Elizabeth's time, when we had 
the abſolute Empire of the Ocean, and a flouriſhing 
Trade, I cannot fo well inform my Reader as I would. 


But ſome Years before the Reſtauration, when we had 
again the Command of the Seas, That Commodity of 
Corxwall 'yeilded to the 'Tinners there 6/7. 5 s. a hundred 
Merchants Weight, clear of all Coinage Duties ; and then 
the Income to that County (by that Commodity only) 
amounted to 200000 /. Sterling a Years and upwards. 


The Ouantities of Tin are now almoſt the ſame as for- 
merly, only that 'Trade hath been, of latter Years, miſ- 
manged, to the great Diſadvantage both of that County 
and the Kingdom, the Price of 'Lin being now brought 
down to 50 5. per Cent. or thereabouts. 


For the Corniſh Faors are leſs kind to their Country- 
men- the Tinners, than our Engliſh FaQtors are to the 
RZamteots; and more faithful to the London-Pewterers, than 
thoſe are to their Engliſh Principals. And_ (being no leſs 
careful for themſelves) as our Factors imploy their Mer- 
chants Capitals, to prevent and fore-ſtall thoſe that imploy 
them ; ſo our Corziſþ Fattors imploy the Stock, remitted 
to them by-the Pewterers, in neceſſary Materials for car- 
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rying on the Tin-Trade; which Materials they ſell at 
extraordinary Rates to the labouring 'Tinners, to be paid 


for the ſame in Tin, much under the Market-price. 


And having once got thoſe People into their Debt, they 
do by Intereſt and Extortion always keep them ſo Poor, 
that (to gratify the Lo-dox-Pewterers and Merchants that 
imploy them, and for another Intereſt) they compel thoſe 
poor Tinners to ſell at what Price they pleaſe, and by that 
means do govern the Market, not only to the great Detri-. 
ment of the County, but to the Diſadvantage of the 
Kingdom. 


N O W the Tin-Trade being divided into ſo many 
Peoples Hands,as thoſe labouring,adventuring Tinners are, 
it will bedifficult to do them good, but by a Law Enafted 
to redreſs their. Grievances; and ſuch a Law, as (being 
executed) may have the like effect with that of the Novsy/- 
fima Impoſta, when the Yenetians had almoſt loſt the Welt- 
ern Trade. | wo 

And we having ſo far loſt our Weſtern 'Trade of Tin, 
that the Labouring Tinners can ſcarce get their Bread, I am 
oftOpinion that we may regain it with Advantage,and raiſe 
the Price of Tin in ſou dug, ifaker the Preſident 
and Example of the Venetians) a. Noviſſima Impoſta be laid 
upon all {uch as ſhall buy and fell Tin in the Counties 
of Cornwall and Devon, under three or four Pounds a hun- 
dred, or ſuch a Price as The Kzngs mo# excellent Majeſty, 
The right Honourable the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
The Honourable the Commons in Parliament, {hall think meet. 
And Tin being now at 50 s. per Cext. ſuch an Impoſition 
will be of conſiderable Advantage to the Nation, both in 
general and in particular. 


AT 4l. o Cent.(confidering the preſent Price)the King | 
will_gain by the Benefit and Advantage of Jus ——_— 
| altho? 
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altho* His Majeſty ſhould have no more than his former 


U 


Duty. 

The Kingdom will gain (according to the preſent Rate 
of Tin) Three Parts in Eight of all that is Tranſported, 
becauſe the ſame Quantity being Tranſported at that Price, 
will occaſion the Importation of three eighth Parts more 
in return, either in Mony or Merchandize; For all other 
Markets are governed by the firft Market-price, 

The County in general will gain by it, becauſe Land 
and Trade are in natural Sympathy; and the Tinners having 
4 1. a hundred for their 'Tin, wilt have the more Mony 
and Credit to ſupport themſelves and their Families. 

The Corziſþ FaQtors will gain by it three eighth Parts : 
in their Proviſion, if no more ; and this will take away 
the Occaſion of Grinding the Poor to gratifie the Princi- 


pal, &c, 


The London-Pewterers will have the like Advantage, . 
inſomuch as they are FaCtors for : And I have heard the 
chiefeſt of them wiſh, That the Price of Tin might never 
be leſs than 3 /. a hundred in Cormwal.. | 

And, ar all, the principal Merchants can be no 
Loſers by it, if it be true what a certain Merchant once 
WruUlE me. at Agnt, 1hat the dearer they bought abroad, the 
dearer they ſold at home. 

So that it 1s. as much. the .Intereſt of the whole King- 
dom to keep up the Price of 'Tin in Cornwall, as it was for 
the Nenetians, the Zanteots, and the Premorratory, to. 
keep up the Price of Currants at Ze. 


AN D that it may not be urged, That the advancing 
the Price of 'Tin will cauſe thejleſs Quantity thereof to be. 
Tranſported , I muſt here take notice, "That there is no - 
Part of the known World, beſides Cornwall and Devon, that. 
doth produce Tin, unleſs it be Germany and the Ea#- 
Indies ; and the Tin which is made there, is nor ſo good 
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asour Tin by 205. the Hundred ; nor can they afford to 


ſell the ſame {o cheap as 5 /. per Cert. 


Neither will the Eai-India or German Tin ſerve fo 
well as ours, for the very many Uſes which are made 
thereof throughout the World ; and, not to mention its ex- 
cellent Uſefulneſs for making Looking-glaſſes, Lackering, 
Painting, &c. Iam informed, That the fineſt Earthen 
Ware in the World cannot be made without our Corzijh 
Tin, which occaſions ſo great a Conſumption of that 
Commodity , beyond what 1s expended in all common 
Uſes. | 


And farther it hath been obſerved, That when the 
greateſt Quantities of 'Tin have been made in Corwall, 
there hath been none left Uncoined or. Unſold ; and the 
higher the Price, the better thoſe Quantities have gene 
oft ; wich (to me) ſeems a good Argument of a Neceflity 
the World is under to buy this Commodity of us: - And 
their Neceſlity, as well as our great Coſts and Charges, 
and the Danger and Difficulty of coming at the Tin, 


ſhould bring us to underſtand its true Value, and make our 


utmoſt Advantage. by it. 

And did we make but half the Quantity of Tin , we 
now do, we might advance that Quantity to what Price 
we pleaſed ; and then the.one halt of the Charges would 
be ſaved allo. | 

The Charge of Deals, Cordage and Iron, which for 
the moſt part come from Norway, the Eait-Conntry and 
Spain, and Eat upa great part of the Profit, would then be 
bur half as much. | 

And -one half of the Labourers would be imploy- 
ed in the Fiſhing Trade, &c. and to improve the 
Lands by Husbandry, that County being capable of 


Improvement, that way, to double the Yalue it is now 


oft, 


off ; beſides the Advantage that might be made by a full 
Improvement of the Fiſhery, &c. | | 


AND now to ſhew the deplorable Circumſtance of 
| the poor, Labouring :Tinners, we will ſuppoſe (for De- 
monſtration-ſake) there are Eight thouſand Tigners 
Yearly imployed about the Tinning-Trade, although I 
am ſatisfied that they much exceed that Number, who 
(with their Families) depend upon the Produdtt of their 
Labour. | | 

And all the Tin coined in Cormwall in the Year, 1692.. 
(which was the Year before I deſigned to publiſh theſe 
Grievances) was by the Coinage-Books-of that County 
I1174 Pieces, and the Coinage-Duty thereof being 4 s. 
a Hundred in Corzwall, amounted that Year to 5449 7. 
175. ood. By which it doth appear, That there muſt 
have been 27249 hundred Weight of Tin made that Year 
in Cornwall only. 

And ſuppoſing that Quantity fold at 50 5s. per Cert. the 
whole Product of the Tin made in Cormwall in the Year, 
1692. muſt then come to 492227. xv. oo 4. whichisa 
Sum much 1nferiour to the 200000 /.. a Tear and up- 
wards. | | | 

Now out of this 69222 /. 105. oo 4. muſt be paid'(clear 
of all Charges) to the Bourder and Lord of the Soil for 
Toll and Farm, about a fifth part of the whole ; which

But indeed they have been the better able to bear them, 
as being the moſt Hercalean and ſtouteſt Men upon Earth ; 
and for their moſt faithful and loyal Services, - have the 
greateſt Privileges of Liberty and Property, of any People 
in the Kingdom. | | 


FOR there are other Grievances relating to the Tin- 
Trade, which are almoſt, if not altogether, as prejudicial 
as what hath beea ſaid. | | 


The 


The Corniſh FaCtors,-and others, are not the only Cauſes 
of. the poor Tinners Miſery, the Corziſh Lawyers muſt 
come. infor a Share too: For as the FaCtors grind the 
poor Tinners to gratify the principal Traders, and there- 
by increafe their Commiſſions, cc, So the Lawyers (up- 
on the Diſcovery ofa Rich Mine) (taking theadvantage of 
the Tinners Ignorance in the Stannary Laws, they being 
not ſet forth and Publiſhed in Print) do uſe all Means (by 
way of pretended Juſtice) to right thoſe Clients againit 
the Bounder, the Landlord, or their Fellow-Adventurers, 
When in Truth it is in the main a Contrivance to make 
themſelves Maſters of thoſe Mines, and the Profits there- 
- and the' Tinners the Slaves only to dig the Oar for 

them. 

' And this they the ſooner do, becauſe their Fees are {0 
great, and the Law-ſuits (which they create) fo delatory, 
that (in proportion) they exceed all other Grievances ; 
Whereas the Tinners Privilege (as I am inform'd ) 
is to have their Proceedings at Law altogether in 
Engliſh; and, upon ' Payment of a Penny only, the 
are: at liberty to appear in Perſon; and+ to Spea 
Fo __ for themſelves, that their Cauſes may. be the ſooner 
+ ended. -— oo 


UPON the whole it may be faid, That it is with 
the Tinner and his Tin, as it 1s with the Spaniard and his 
Silver ; And indeed the Tinner takes all the Pain, and 
others carry away the Profit. . 

And, to ſhew my Reader, that our Corziſþ Tin is valued 
abroad next to the Spaniards Silver, I ſhall hereto add an 
Account of what part of that Tin, whicii (being Coined 
- in Corawall in the Year, 1692.) was Ship*d off at the Port 
of London, from the Firſt of Janaary, 1693. for one whole 
Year, with each Merchants Name,. .and the ſeveral Ports 
to which the ſame were ſent that Year.
